Early ia the morn ng and 
lute iu the evening he appeared to see 
the President on important business. 
Each time be appeared he oarried in his 
baud a bundle ot mnnnscript and news- 
papers. On a dozen or more sheets 
of Isgal-cap paptr he has written what 
pijrpoi-ts to be a report by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 
Tbis 
convinced 
the 


officials that the man was a crank, and 
Sergeant Johnson notified hiia to keep 
away from the White House. 
Yester- 


day he managed to slip in unnoticed 
with a visiting delegation, aud when 
discovered by the officials he was up- 
stairs on his way to the President's 
room. Sergeant Johnson then put him 
out and agum warned him to keep awey 
under a threat of arrest. This, how- 
ever, did not frighten him, 
for about 1 


o'clock this morning -ha returned in a 
cab and again insisted on seeing the 
President. He was sent away from the 
door. This morning the officials discov- 
ered that tbt> -visitor had left hia coat 
yesterday. 
He returned to the White 


House before coon to-day Jand Officer 
Cunningham placed him under arrest. 
He was taken to the sanitary office. 
whore he was questioned by Sanitary 
Officer Frank. He said that he was a 
widower and had four children, whom 
he had left in charge of a Mrs. Ruther- 
ford. 


"There was an election last mouth," 


remarked the stranger. 


"I believe there was," said the officer. 
"Well," said Jamison, "there is a 


mistxke as to the man who was elected. 
CUveland Wus defeated, but the other 
man was not elected."

Btnte Boiirrt «f Health Mnlcos 
Borne Timely Sinrsjesllou"*. 


Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 


California State Board ot Health, has 
the following to say in the Health Cir 
culur for November: 


Reports received from eighty locali- 


ties in different parts of the Stale, indi- 
cute tbe increase of zymotic disease, es- 
pecially diptherio, typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, and a tendency fo the spread ol 
smallpox. The meteorological changes- 
during November has likewise increased 
all acute diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans, influenza being epidemic in innuy 
places, aud pneumonia and bronchitis 
quite prevalent.- 


Soarlet fever is prevalent iu Sacra- 


mento, Sisson, Biggs, Lockeford, Au- 
burn, Colton, Cloverdale, San, Bernar- 
dino, Ophir aud San Francisco. In Au- 
burn, Dr. Rooney writes, the disenRa 
appeared in neighboring houses, and by 
strict isolation of them tbe fever was 
not permitted to spread. 
In the towr. 


of Ophir there were several oases with 
two deatbs> 
In San Francisco only 


tour cases were reported. 
In Sacrn- 


int-nto there were many oases, owing to 
ihe want of sanitary precaution to pre- 
vent its soread. 
When scarlatina ap- 


pears in a community the most rigid 
isolation should be practiced, us there is 
no possibility of knowing whether it is 
the inauguration of an epidemic that 
will sweep through a town like a devas- 
tating plagoe, or continue its progress 
in a benignaut form. 
As far as Lie*rd 


from the diseaso ia mild m type, but 
often producing death from the effects 
which follow the eruption. 


Diptheria, we regret to say, is men- 


tioned in many reports at'present. 
In 


San Francisco as many as 62 oases were 
reported during November. It also wai- 
noticed 'n Oakland, Sacramento, St. 
Helena, Napn, Bissons, Truckee, lugo, 
Etna Mills, Downey, Colton, San Ber- 
nardino, Ventura, Fresuo, Mariposa, 
Nevada City, Rocklin, Santa Cruz, Los 
Angeles, Pasadena nnd Santa Barbara. 


Croup, twin-sister to diptheria, ia re- 


ported as having been noticed in Lin- 
coln, Sissons, Truokee, Rocklin, Fort 
Bidwell, Mariposa, Anaheim, Clover 
dale, Ventura and Los Angeles. 


The increase in tbe reports of these 


diseases must be attributed to sanitary 
cai-lessness m the management o£ the 
new oases occurring. Wben ones c!ip- 
thnria has 
arisen the law 
of con- 


tagion carries it to the rich and the poor 
without discrimination, to the cleanly 
and uncleanly, but not to all ulike, 
Sllh fosters the disease, but cleanliness 
offerEno inducements for its propogn- 
lion. Beware of any person who has >• 
sore throat; do not kiss or absorb tbe 
breath of any such. Do not visit th- 
dwellings where diptberia or croup nn- 
present, and above all, do not let yoin 
children go where it ia.

preventable disease, and proper sanitm 
and preventive measures aie invariably 
'ollowed by a limitation of the discrete* 
to the place of its oocnrrenco. 


Typhoid fever was quits prevalent 


during the month of November, and was 
noticed particularly in San Frauciscu, 
Sacramento, St. Helena, Alturas, Lncli, 
Anaheim, Livermore, Truokee, Etna 
Mills, Bedding, Fort Bidwell, Elsiuore, 
Colton aud Jolon.

The good 
ffft-ct of drainage in this disease is le- 
mai-kably shown iu Ihe city of 
S:«u 


Diego. Before their prest-ut co nplt x > - 
system of sewerage was e-,. » 1-ueil, '- 
pboid fever was very prevalu t ; now ;t 
is becoming morp rorely found, and 
only in those places where drainage is 
utill incomplete.

One of the Most Promislnir Uold 
Bearing J,i?n<)s In the Couuiry. 


The Silver State says that uenrly 


three years ago James Hendra and 
Biohaid Eva located a quartz naiaing 
claim in the Dun Glen mountains about 
a mile and a half from the village. Both 
being experienced miners, they went to 
work to develop the claim systematic- 
ally. They first ascertained by devel- 
opment the course and dip of the lead 
and then run a tunnel which cut the 
lecigo at a depth of 60 feet. 
In this 


tunnel the lead is from four to seven 
feet wide und it carries from §15 to $25 
per ton in gold. Subsequently they run 
a second tunnel, whichentthe lead over 
100 feet below the surface. lu a drift 
ran ou this level the ledge has widened 
from a foot and a half to four feet, and 
the ore assays from $20 to $30 in gold 
and from §15 to $23 in silver to the ton.
